AMERICAN HOME MISSIONARY SOCIETY. 


This influential religious organization has hither- 
to been in favor of aiding and fellowshiping slave- 
holding churches. But it, like the American 
Tract Society, has at length acknowledgsd the in- 
fluence of the agitation of the abolitionists by the 
adoption of the following resolution : 

“—esolved, That in the disbursement of the 
funds committed to their trust, the Cummittce 
will not grant aid to churches containing slavehold- 
ing members, unless evidence be furnished that the 
relation is such as,, in the judgment of the Commit- 


tee, is justifiable, for the time being, in the peculiar 
circumstances in which it exists.’’ 








We should be glad to know what circumstances 
in the estimation of the Home Missionary Society, 
render slaveholding justifiable. Were these pivus 
divines themselves numbered with the slaves, we 
greatly doubt whether any such circumstances 
could be found. They would then be ready to de- 
cline aiding a slavebolding christianity under any 
circumstances. The resolution so far as its anti- 
slavery character is concerned is of no importance. 
The action uf the Society under it may be anti- 
slavery or pro-slavery of the most ultra stamp, 
according to the opinions and prejudices of its 
managers. I¢ is like the provision in the Discipline 
of the Methodist Episcopal Church prohibiting the 
| buying and selling for purposes of gain, which is 
janti-slavery enough for the preachers of the 
North and sufficiently pro-slavery to satisfy the 
Gorsuches, and other slaveholders and kidnappers 
in the Southern portion of the Church. But 
| though this resolution is not an anti-slavery resolu- 
(tion it is an actof homage to the fidelity of 
| abolitionists which is full of encouragement to 
them to persevere in their rebukes and exposure 
|of all union and complicity with the wrong. If it 

is not anti-slavery, its authors designed that it

Supposing one 
half of the people in South Carolina should fal) to 
betehering the other half, indiscriminately and in 
cold bluod, would the General Government have 
jnothing to do with such business as that?(2) 
|The General Government whose business it is to 
see that the people of the whole country are kept 
secure in their persons and effects ; to suppress do- 
mestic vivlence; to preveat the deprivation of any 
citizen of life, L:berty, or property without due 
process of law; and to guarantee to the citizens of 
each state all the privileges and immunities of cit- 
zens in the several States? Now it so happens that 
a horde of ruffians in South Carolina are more 
than murdering three fourths of the citizens of 
that Commonwealth—killing them by a slow and 
indescribable torture—the torture and the death of 
Slavery! Ilow intensely imperative the duty of 
the Government to rescue and protect these sub- 
jects. 

But if the General Government is to do nothing 
of this kind—is not te “interfere” in matters oc- 
curing inside of State boundaries—then what is 
its business? Whatelse is it but a great ‘‘make- 
believe,” adowa-right nuisance and humbug ?(3) 
But it will be said the General Government has ex- 
clusive and undisputed control over the National 
Territories. Whata tremendous responsibility! 
Control only over the western swails and wilder- 
nesses and the scattered savages that roam in them! 


up inte States, and then its power will be still less 
limited. This idea is chimerical and foolish. The 
provisions of the Constitution are too express.to 
be gainsaid.—The Government that has no power 
to protect and defead itsself, is no Government. 
Now the worst and most dangerous enemy of this 
Government, is Slavery. It incessantly , breeds 
violence and cutrage, intestine disurder and com- 
motion. The Government has aright to protect 
itself against the foe by exterminating it. And 
Phomas Jefferson, in his day, aptly remarked :— 
‘with what execration should the statesman be load- 
ed,who, permitting one half the citizens to t ample 
on the rights of the other transform those into 
fepotr, and these into enemies, destroys the 
morals of the one part, and the amor patria of the 
other.” 

One difficulty in the way of rightly interpeting 
constitutional power arises from the false and de- 
fe ctive light in which slavery is popularly viewed. 
[t is often spoken of as an “institution” “peculiar” 
to the Southern States. Even the progressive 
New York Trilune,in its issue of Saturday last, 
talks of it as a “domestic institutions,” and repeats 
‘or the ten thousandth time the trashy sophism 
that “we are morally bound by the spirit and 


tor the overthrow of the domestic institutions of 
sister States.”"(!) We admit the fact, but for the 
sake of sense, justice and deeency, we do not 
ulmit that a system of piracy, robber¥, mansteal- 
ing. adultery, and murder by wholesale, and by 
vhich four millions of the native-born inhabitants 
of this country are sacrificed for this life and that 
which is to come—we do not call this most exten- 
sive and horrible scheme of devilism known to earth, 
a “domestic institution.” Shame upon the syco 
phant that gabblea such gibberish. Slavery an 
‘institution! Upona parand equal with the in- 
stitution of common schovls, the institution of re- 
igious worship,the institution of internal improve- 
ments! If this crime may be, pray what hell-born 
atrociety may not be, an “institation?” A ‘do- 
inestice institution,” forsooth! What is it but a 
system of domestic violence, against which the Fed- 
eral Government is constitutionally bound to pro- 
ect each state! What is it but an outlaw, which 
no law can legalize; no constitution constitution- 
ilize, no toleration tolerate? 

Will the dream never break—the delusive 
{ream that slavery is sectional and liberty nation- 
il?) The stupid trance, that some how or other. 
‘he matter may be patched up and liberty and 
slavery may both amicably subsist in the Republic.

Fruit Tress.—The importation of foreign fruit 
trees and seeds this suring, now nearly over, are 
estimated to have been at least fifty per cent. in ex- 
cess to those of any former year: aud thie branch 
of horticulture is fast requiring importance. The 
destruction of trees by the severity of the two 
last winters and the rapid settlement of Western 
lands, but more than ail the encouragement to the 
culture of domestic fruit afforded by ths furmation 
of numerous agricultural societies throughout the 
country, have given an impetus to this business 
which is quite nnprecedent. 

Trees are imported is bales and cases, chiefly 
from Frrnee, England, and Scotland; and seeds 
are invoiced by the ton. Their avgregate value 
for the season it is difficult to calculate ; but, as 
the nurserymen chiefly import through a single 
agency in this city, some approximation may be 
made. ‘The largess nurseries in the United States 
are in the vicinity of Rochester, where there are 
something like 2,000 acres of young fruit trees in 
process of culture, A single firm has as many as 
400 acres, At Syracuse thete isa nursery of 300 
acres, and very large ones are to be found in nearly 
ail the principal Western cities—even in Des 
Moines and Dubuque, which were recently in the 
heartof the wilderness.—Journal of Commerce.
